Tension And 
Tolerance... 


Current advice for those desirous 
of avoiding stomach ulcers and cor- 
onary attacks is that they should 
Cultivate tolerance and not allow 


themselves to become upset by the 
humerous mistakes and disappoint- 
ments that clutter every business day. 
The theory seems to be that the ten- 
sions that are supposed to be harmful 
to heart and stomach will disappear 
if one does not treat them seriously, 
and that the easy-going person will 
have a better chance of long life 
than the worrier and the perfec- 
tionist, 

The theory may be sound, Like 
many theories dealing with human 
health, it Cannot be logically proved 
or disproved. Too many variables are 
present in any human problem for 
any generalization about it to be un- 
conditionally true, It might be worth 
while to consider whether tolerance, 
which in its present manifestations is 
increasing along with ulcers and 
coronary disease, may not be a cause 
as well as a cure of the tensions of 
modern life. 

The bad old past, even in the nine- 
teenth century, and certainly in ear- 
lier days, was not marked by any 
general regard for tolerance, It is 
true that the expectation of life was 
much shorter then than now, and- 
it may be that people died from the 
other causes before their mistreated 
hearts and stomachs gave out. Only 
the physically and mentally tough 
survived to old age, and the chances 
are that they took tensions in their 
Stride, never having heard of them. 

What distinguished the intolerant 
survivors in Past ages from their 
modern counterparts was their cer- 
tainly of rightness as far as their 
own actions were concerned, Weth- 
ther they were burning witches or 
heretics, fighting Roundheads or 
Cavaliers, blowing rebellious natives 
from gun or waging any of the in- 
numerable wars that built the British 
Empire, they had no doubt that what 
they were doing was the only thing 
to be done, and the right thing be- 
cause it Was done by them. Nowadays 
there is so much to be said on both 
sides of any question that. no matter 
what a man does, he may be tortured 
by the thought that he could have 
done something else that was fairer 
or better. It is arguable that the 
tensions created by conscientious 
scruples are greater, and worse for 
the individual, than anything that 
might have happened in the good 
old days of general intolerance. 

This is not intended to promote 
a revival of intolerance as a work- 
ing principle. The modern social 
conscience renders such as revival 
impossible, It’s better not to brood : 


‘on the impossibility, for that may | 


easily start a new crop of uclers,

A columnist, after analyzing 90,000 
letters received from readers, con- 
cludes that “fear is private enemy 
No, 1."
